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IN WALLS OF FIRE. 


Thirty Men Fatally Burned While Fight- 


PrrTrspure, Fa., May 11.—A Bradford (Fa.) 
special Says: Destructive forest fires have 
been raging in the surrounding country for 
forty-eight hours, Zhe flames are particu- 
lariy fierce around Austin, in Potter County. 
A work train was sent out of Austin last 
night over the Sinnemahoning Railroad to 
fight the fire with seventy men on board. 
The train was surrounded by the devasta- 
ting elements and completely de- 
stroyed, and it was with difficulty 
that any of those on board escaped. As 
it was twenty-five men were seriously, if not 
fatally burned, and four are missing. Among 
the latter is Supt. Badger of the Sinnema- 
honing Raliroad. There are no telegraph fa- 
cilities at the scene and information is dim - 
cult to secure. ' 

A special from Austin tells the story of the 
burning of the train and places the number 
ot those fatally burned at thirty, though the 
correspondent says it is impossibleto give 
the detalis of the terrible calamity or the 
names of those missing or injured. 

The train had deen halted at what was 
supposed to be a safe distance from the burn- 
ing woods, buta changein the direction of 
the wind sweptthe flames directly toward 
the cars, and like a flash they were enveloped 
in the foids of the destroying element. The 
brigade of fire fighters were driven back and 
fora time hemmedin by the walls of fire 
which surrounded thetrain. Only another 
fortunate shifting of the wind saved them 
from complete annihilation. As itis thirty 
of the number are badly if not fatally burned 
and four of the seventy men who went into 
the woods are missing. They are undoubted- 
ly dead. 

Austin is threatened with destruction 
and the whole country is engaged in 
fighting the devastating element. 
Many of the people have given up 
hope and are now turning their at- 
tention in the direction of escape from the 
bath of the fire. The great lumber region 
about Dallas is badly damaged, the flames 
having been at work for the past forty-eight

Three Are Dead and Five Have Mortal 
Wounds. 


RESULT OF A FAMILY FEUD IN SOUTH- 
ERN TENNESSEE. | 


Dr. Graves Will Be Charged With the 
Poisoning of Mrs. Barnaby When He 
Arrives at Denver—Closely Shadowed 
by a Detective—Two Men Eilled—Other 
Crimes. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., May 11.—Details of a 
murderous affray which occurred on Wold 
Creek, near the North Carolina line, have 
been received here. Jonathan Bell,an old, 
well-to-do man, lost his wife by death six 
weeks ago. After two weeks he married a 
girl of 17 years, greatly to the disgust of his 
family. As time passed they grew more dis 
Satisfied and they went in a body 
to the old man’s house, and, 
taking the young wife out, stripped 
her and gave her one hundred lashes. 
On the following day on complaint of Elder 
Bell and one John Ballew the White Cappers 
were arrested but released on bonds. Then 
they went to Ballew’s house to punish him 
for interfering. Ballew and his family re- 
sisted and in the battle which followed John 
Bell was killed, ‘‘Big’’ and Wwud m' Bell, 
Hiram Morten, Jack Johnson three 
others were fatally shot. Johnson and Big 
Bill’’ have since died and it ts said others are 
dying. There have been no arrests and both 
sides are armed for more warfare. 


GRAVES IS THE MAN. 


HE WILL BE JAILED AT DENVER AS THE POT- 
SONER OF MRS. BARNABY. 
PROVIDENCE, R. I., May 11.~There is no 
lon ger any mystery about the identity of the 
person who sent the bottle of whisky to Den- 
ver out of which the late Mrs. Josephine A. 
Barnaby drank the draught which is thought 


to have caused her death. When Dr. Graves 


returned from the West, after the death of 
Mrs. Barnaby, he was beset by reporters and 
asked all kinds of questions. In reply to in- 
quiries whether he knew anything of the 
mailing of the bottle of poison he declared 
solemnly and emphatically that he knew 
nothing about it. He had not heard of the 
poison until he reached Denver, be said, and 
was shocked to learn that his friend 
and benefactress had been put to 
Geath. He was then asked if he was present 
at the autopsy, and declared that be was and 
that he had done all that he could in the mat- 
ter for the family and for the local physi- 
cians. 
minds of the newspaper men that he did not 
know that Mrs. Barnaby was dead until he 
reached Denver, although ne had been in- 
formed by wire that she was ina dangerous 
condition. At the same time he made are 
mark that Mrs. Barnaby was a woman of 
many and vile lovers. 

The next morning he was pulled out of bed 
by two newspaper men, who put him through 
a course of questions, and the result was the 
assertion on his part that he had received 
the information before he left Providence 
that Mrs. Barnaby was dead and that he had 
decided that it was a duty he owed to his old 
friend to goto Denver and look out for her 
body and her diamonds, which were worth 
thousands of dollars. He was forced to ad- 
mit that on the way to Denver he had need- 
lessly stopped over at Sterling and Cedar 
Rapids, III., and that he did this knowing 
that the family was anxiously looking for 
him. He went further to say that Mrs. Bar- 
naby was not a good woman, and that she 
had been blackmailed by some of ber lovers 
and friends. There was nothing new gleaned 
until it was ascertained that the stamps 
which were used on the fatal package were of 
an old issue, that the only office in the New 
England States where they had been sold was 
Providence, and that by .accident that va- 
riety of stamp had been sent there from the 
Post-office Department. Then it was learned 
that Dr. Graves had been’ in the habit of 
mailing packages of medicine here, and he 
had bought freely of all kinds of stamps. 

In the meantime the Pinkerton agency had 
been called into service, and there was begun 
amost searching investigation. Detective 
O. A. Hanscom came here from Boston and 
went to work upon the doctor. The Wor- 
ralls were thrown out of the game and the 
doctor was made the objective point.

Lowpow, May 11.—A terrific éxplosion oc- 
curred to-day in the forehold of the British 
steamer Tancarvilie, Capt. Carter, which 
was undergoing repairs in the dry-dock at 
Newport. Several men who. were at work on 
the steamer were killedand a number were 
injured. The steamer was badly damaged 
by the explosion. The Tancarville is a tank 
steamer engaged in carrying oll in bulk from 
American ports and her last voyage was from 
Philadelphia for Havre. After reaching the 
latter port and discharging she proceeded to 
Newport, where she was to load for Balti- 
more. There is no doubt that the explosion 
was caused by the gas that prevails to a 
greater or less extent in the holds of all car- 
rying — 

The f of the explosion was so great that 
the fore-deck was torn from its fastenings 
and blown off. As the steamer was out of 
water there was no pressure in the hull te 
counterbalance the tremendous outward 
strain exerted by the explosion, and it 16 re- 
ported that some of the plates on the bottom 
of the Tancarville were blown from theirs 
The woodwork of the forward portion 
of the steamer caught fire, but the flames 
were soon extinguished. 

It has been definitely learned that five men 
were killed and thirteen injured. * 

A later dispatch from Newport says that 
the loss of life caused by the explosion on the 
steamer Tancarville is larger than the first 
report stated. The dispatch says that eight 
of the persons employed about the 
steamer were killed and twenty five others 
were injured. The repairs which were being

HERESY. 


The New York Presbytery Hears the In- 
vestizgating Committee’s Report. 


NEw YORK, May 11.—The Presbytery met in 
the Old Scotch Church on Fourteenth street 
this afternoon to hear the report of the In- 
vestigating Committee which was appointed 
to consider the inaugural address of Dr. 
Charles Augustus Briggs, which has created 
so much controversy, to determine whether 
he should be presented for heresy. The 
committee was appointed by Moderator 
George 8. Shearer, Secretary of the American 
Tract Society, and was composed of Geo. F. 
Birch of the Bethany Presbyterian Church; 
Prof, John A. Stevenson of New York Uni- 
versity; Dr. J. J. Lumke of Christ Church, 
who opposes Dr. Briggs’ views; Dr. Jesse 
G. Forbesof Adams Memorial Presbyterian 
Church, Dr. Henry J. Vandyck of Brick Pres- 
byterian Church, Dr. James H. Mellvaine 
of Church ofthe Covenant and Elder Walter 
Edwards, a business man, the four latter in- 
clining towards Dr. Briggs’ views. Dr. Van- 
dyck refused to serve on the ground that 
there was nothing to investigate. The va- 
cancy was offered to several others, but all of 
them declined and the committee has worked 
with six members. 

It now stands four to two in favor ot pre- 
senting Dr. Briggs for heresy, but the minor- 
ity made a report affirming that there is 
nothing in Dr. Briggs’ address which is in- 
consistent with the Westminster Confession. 
The three principal points in Dr. Briggs’ 
address to which the orthodox members of 
the Presbytery object have been printed for 
distribution at the Presbytery meeting to- 
day. They are summarized as follows: 

1. The co-ordination of the Reason, the 
Bible and the Church asthe three fountains 
of divine authority. 

2. The claim that the text of the Bible con- 
tains errors. 

8. The theory of progressive sanctification 
and race redemption. 

The division in the Presbytery was so near- 
ly equal that a decision may not be reached 
before the hour of adjournment, and in that 
eventthe question will be pustponed until 
the June meeting.

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WENTWORTH NOT INSANE 


THE LAWYER WHO ENDEAVORED TO 
KILL HIS SISTER’s BETRAYER. 


How He Was Prevented From the Con- 
summation of His Purpose Arrested 
and Detained at the Bellevue in New 
York—A Physician’s Statement. 


New York, May 11.—A young lawyer from 
Washington City, who gave his name as John 


F. Wentworth, was committed to Bellevue 


Hospital by Justice Welde in the Hariem 
Court yesterday for examination as to his 
sanity. The betrayal of a sister is said to 
be the cause of the young lawyer’s trouble. 
He is 80 years old and comes of a good family 
in Mijwaukee. His sister, a handsome girl of 
20, came to New York a year ago. Mr. 
Wentworth dia not learn why she had 
left her home in Milwaukee until 
about four months ago. Recently he got 
the name and description of the man who was 
responsible for his sister's misfortune. He 
came to New York at once to look for him and 
went to the residence of Dr. Francis F. Root, 
$4 West One Hundred and Fourth street. 
This was on Tuesday last. Dr. Root is a dis- 
tant relative of the lawyer. When Went- 
worth told the doctor the object of his visit 


the doctor did not at first believe the young 


man was ip earnest, but he took the precau- 
tion to watch him rather closely. 

A day or two after his arrival Wentworth, 
having found the man he sought, learned 
that de was in the habit of leaving home 
a bout §o’clock every morning, and that he 
generally rode down townonthe Ninth av- 
enue road; also that he took the train at the 
Ninety -third street station. Yesterday morn- 
ing Dr. Root found Wentworth examining a 
32-caliber revolver. He loaded it carefully, 
and the doctor asked him what he was doing 
t for. I hope at last to meet the betrayer 
of my sister, Wentworth replied. 

Dr. Root locked the door when he left the 
room, Dut half an hour later Wentworth had 
escaped. He must bave had a key which nt 
ted the lock. When he discovered Went- 
worth’s absence Dr. Root burried out and 
overtook him at Ninety-fourth street. Went- 
worth was hurrying tothe station and was 
within a block of it.

Such a construction was directly opposed 
to the precise language of the statute and 
of the instruction in which the Judge told 
them that the law inferred the criminal in- 
tent from the criminal act, and that, if 
satisfied by evidence that he was guilty of 
the act, they must find him guilty as 
charged in the indictment, even though 
they should believe from the evidence that 
the defendant intended at some future time 
to restore the money unlawfully taken. 

With this instruction and the most con- 
clusive proof of the act staring them in the 
face, it is a plain case of six men deter- 
mined by party feeling, personal liking 
for Ep NoLAND or pity for his wife and 
children, to save him on any pretext from 
the Penitentiary. They were easily con- 
vinced that he had only been a little too 
free in accommodating friends with the 
State’s money, or a little too confident of 
his ability to pay it back after converting 
it temporarily to his own use, and they 
could not find it in their hearts to punish 
both him and his poor wife for that sort of 
thing. 

The prosecution had been warned by 
former mistrials and acquittals to be on its 
guard against this sort of feeling and 
against the clannishness which some- 
times invades the jury box in our State to 
acquit friends or delinquent public officials 
on personal or party grounds, in spite of 
conclusive evidence that they have dis- 
honored public trusts and broken the laws. 
Yet the consideration for others which 
limited the investigation to the bare facts 
necessary for a technical verdict of guilty, 
was easily accepted by the acquitters in 
the jury box as a hint not to be hard on 
NOLAND, 

It will save the State some expense to dis- 
miss the case at once, unless the prosecu- 
tion is to go into it next time with untied 
hands to show up the bottom facts as to 
what NoLanp did with the money, who 
got it, and what influence suspended the 
operation of the laws which should have 
stopped him inthe very first stage of his 
Treasury tapping career.

NOLAND was indicted under a statute 
providing that he should be punished as 
for stealing if it should be shown that he 
had converted State money to his own use 
‘fin any manner whatever,“ or that he 
had used it by way of investment in any 
kind of property or merchandise,’’ or that 
he had made way with or secreted ‘‘any 
portion of the public moneys.’’ The prose- 
cution contented itself with showing sim- 
ply that he had made way with $32,000, 
which had been restored by his bondsmen. 
This was basis enough for a unanimous 
verdict of guilty. But the fact that the 
prpsecution did not attempt to show that 
he had converted the money to his own 
use in any manner whatever, was made 
the ground on which six quibbling jury- 
men voted to acquit. Next time he is 
tried the prosecution should summon some 
of the witnesses who know just how 
NOLAND used the money, and compel 
them to testify.

He Charges That Gov. Francis Entered

I was the person who went to 
New York to tell Gov. Francis of Ed Noland’s 
shortage. I didthis, hoping that an arrange- 
ment might be consummated to get the 
money back in the 
thus prevent an 
not tak to Gov. Francis about the matter 
directly, but did it through the medium of 
another person. That man was Col. Joe 
Rickey. He acted as the medium and carried 
the messages that passed between Gov, 
Francis and myself dt the Hoffman House in 
New York City. Iwill state frankly that I 
wanted to have the shortage made good and 
the matter quieted to savethe name that 
I, as well as Ed Noland, bear. Gov. Francis 
did enter into the arrangement to suppress 
the news of the shortage and then deserted 
it to make what he undoubtedly considered a 
popular movement. He did this when he 
took charge ofthe State Treasury and sus- 
pended Noland. The meeting of Noland’s 
bondsmen that was held in this city before 
the Governor took this step was forthe pur- 
pose of raising the amount necessary to 
make it good, Gov. Francis was aware of all 
this, and had agreed to be a party to the 
transaction.“ 

TO SAVE NOLAND, 

When ex-Gov. Morehouse, who was one 
of the sureties, heard of Ed’s trouble he 
came tothe capital and, like the true friend 
he was, started in at once to rescue him, so 
faras it layin his power, He said, when 
told of the shortage, that he 
did not want to hear the details; 
all he desired was to arrange the matter as 
quietly and as effectively as possible by rais- 
ing the amount among the surities to meet 
the shortage. It was to that end 
that the sureties were called together 
at the Lindell Hotel. Heleft nothing undone 
to carry out the arrangement to supply the 
missing money and prevent the disgrace and 
scandal that followed. He did stand by his 
agreement, but Gov. Francis did not. 
Iwasin Jefferson City the day the meeting 
was held in this city, and we expected to see 
some ofthe bondsmen up that night on the 
first train from St. Louis. Mr. Fanning, then 
the Governor’s Secretary, and myself waited 
that night, confident that everything had 
came out satisfactorily, and that the money 
would be brought up without fail. The first 
train came up, but the men and money did 
not come, and we watched for the next train 
with the same result. 

THE GOVERNOR’S ACTION. 

The papers then came out announcing 
that there was a shortage, and telling of 
the meeting of Noland’s sureties. The 
Governor then saw his chance to make a 
move and he made it, by taking charge of the 
Treasury and suspending Noland. He had 
known of the shortage before, but kept it 
quiet in accordance with the agreement, 
From the time he suspended Noland 
until the close of the trial, Satur- 
day, Gov, Francis has been er- 
ceedingly active in making things 
appear as badly as possible against the ex- 
State Treasurer, While he wanted Ed held 
upin the worst light possible, he did not 
want anything brought out that might ex- 
pose him to criticism. We will at the next 
trial prove some new facts that will not be so 
much to his liking. > 

ANOTHER CHARGE, 

One of the first men to violate the law pro- 
hibiting the taking of money from the state 
Treasury without a warrant from the State 
Auditor in the Francis administration was 
the Governor himself, The constitution and 
statutes are very strict on this sud 
ject, and the Governor above all other 
State officers is expected to see to their rigid 
enforcement, Yet befére any appropriation 
had been made for his salary, he went into 
the State Treasury and drew it from Jan. 14 
to Feb. 1, and left his due bill behind, Which 
was counted as casn. This was only a few 
days after he was in office, We are rea at 
any time for the next trial, and we propose, 
as I said before, not to let Gov. Francis down 
so easily in this matter.

CENTER OF POPULATION. 


Unveiling ofthe Monument Marking the 
Spot Near Columbus, Ind. 

CoLumBus, Ind., May 11.—The unveilitig of 
the monument at the center of population of 
the United States, twenty miles east of this 
city, yesterday afternoon was an important 
event and will go into history as the second 
ot the kind in the past 100 years, the first be- 
ing in 1810 and the place twenty-three miles 
west of Washington City in the District of 
Columbia, where yet remains a fiat stone on 
which was then cut The Center of Popula- 
tion.

WHY KINGMAN AND TENNY sHOULD 

PROVE THS WINNERS. 


Jockeys’ Services and Salaries--Anson as. 


Missed by Boston—Macon Explains 
Why Sullivan Should Whip Slavin— 
Sporting News of All Kinds. 


Two celebrated races areto be run this 
week. The Kentucky Derby will be con- 
tested at Louisville Wednesday next and the 
Brooklyn Handicap at Gravesend on Friday. 
There are richer stakes run in the West than 
the former event—notably the American 
Derby at Chicago—but the historic Kentucky 
race istheonly one on which winter books 
are made. It is a race of a 
mile and a half for 8-year- 
olds and this will be the seventeenth annual 
competition for the stake, the first Derby 
having been run in 1875, when it was won by 
Aristides, a horse now owned in this city. 
Although no longerarich stake compared 
with many other races, the Kentucky Derby 
is one of the classic events of the American 
turf, and to win it is considered a dis- 
tinguished honor. This year the race is 
rather an open one. Eleven or twelve horses 
are expected to start, but not one of them 
can be called a crackerjack. Compared with 
the Eastern flyers they are a lot of 

second and third-rate performers, but 
that is all. Ot the lot Kingman is probably 
the best and despite the fact that he will 
carry a heavy penalty he should win. Bal- 
gowan is generally regarded as his most 
dangerous rivaland many prefer the lat- 
ter to Kingman at the distance and with his 
advantage in weight regard Balgowan asa 
sure thing. Georgetown, Valleria, Tom 
Rodgers, Allen Bane and Ethel are the other 
provable starters who are regarded as 
dangerous. Ethel being a filly her chances are 
despised. Yet she can probably defeat any of 
the last named horses. The race, however, 
is likely to be between Kingman and Bal- 
gowan, with chances in favor of the former. 

> . > 

The Brooklyn Handicap is one of the rich- 
est stakes on the Americanturf. In fact it 
is the richest of any race for horses of all 
ages, farexceeding in monetary value the 
great Suburban Handicap run later at Sheeps- 
head Bay, although the latter is considered 
the blue-ribbon event of the turf for all-aged 
horses. Now that Tenny is to start in 
the Brooklyn he will undoubtediy be 
a red-hot favorite in the betting and 
despite the fact that he hasthe top weight, 
Puisifer’s horse should win. Teuton, one of 
the Western candidates, will not start it is 
declared. He would scarcely have cut any 
figure inthe raceevenifhe had started de- 
spite the fact that considerable Kentucky 
money has been bet on him. Uncle Bob ts 
not good enoughto win, and Riley at 120 
pounds isout of the question even if he 
Starts. Billy Lakeland’s Tea Tray at 116 
pounds looks like the most dangerous horse 
Tenny will have tomeet. Stories are cir- 
culated about the phenomena! trials of Judge 
Morrow and Prince Royal, and both are being 
heavily backed. Aside from Tenny ana Tea 
Tray, Burlington at 120 pounds appears about 
the best play in the race,and the winner 
should be found among those three. It is 
barely possible that smooth Johnny Camp- 
bell may land the race with Cassius or Casta- 
way II., each of whom is in at 115 pounds. 
Tenny’s alleged breakdown appears to have 
been merely a shrewd ruge of his owner, 
Sure - thing Dave Pulsifer,’’ to obtain good 
odds against the horse and keep others off him 
until the owner of the swayback had placed 
all the money he desired. ö 


A couple of years ago, when Hamilton rode 
for the late Senator Hearst, it was the subject 
of remark thatthe noted jockey was the re- 
cipient of a larger salary than was paid his 
employer to represent the Stafe of California 
at the national capital, says the New York 
Herald. Not only were the emoluments at- 
taching to the two positions in favor of th 
former, but itis probable that the notorie 
gained by the rider was equal to the disti 
tion achieved by the legislator. That the 
combination of 1889 did not prove altogetijer 
a happy one was scarcely due tothe lack of 
ability on the part ofthe jockey. The limited 
success of the Senator’s stable that year did 
not demonstrate that the laborer was not 
worthy of his hire, but rather that the poor 
caliber of the horses comprising it and their 
lack of condition, coupled with a little bad 
luck, were mainly instrumental in bringing 
about their partial failure. 

There are three things requisite for the suc- 
cessful conduct of a racing stable. In the 
first place, it must be composed of good ani- 
mals. Then they must be well trained, and 
next, they must be judiciously and skillfully 
ridden, These three things are absolutely 
necessary, and in addition it is important, in 
order torealize the fruition of one’s hopes, 
that fortune should favor the venture. With 
the ever increasing magnitude of the sport 
the jockey becomes a more and more import- 
ant personage. In the old days of long - dis- 
tance racing and few contestants tho quality 
of the horse, and not skill in the saddle, was 
the prime factor in achieving victory. Under 
the modern system of short dashes and large 
flelds of starters much more is dependent up- 
on the competency of the jockey. 

That the large salaries and perquisites re- 
ceived by capabie jockeys are not out of pro- 
portion to the value of their services is shown 
by the amountof money won bythe horses 
ridden by them. The retainers of successful 
riders range from 33,000 to $12,000a year or 
racing season, as the contract stipulates. 
Frequently, the salary is all that is paid. In 
some cases a jockey receives a percentage 
of his winnings. In others, he is paid so much 
additional ior a winning mount and so much 
for a losing one. When his services are not 
in demand by his stable, by reason of its not 
having a starter in a race, the privilege is 
usually accorded him to accept an outside 
engagement. in such an event the rules 
provide that he shall receive $25 if he wins 
and $10 if he loses, but in the first flush of 
enthusiasm a liberal owner who has won 
largely on the success of a horse will compen- 
sate the victorious jockey to a much larger 
extent. Not infrequently he is what is 
termed ‘‘staked’’ before the race—that is, 
the owner presents him with a pool ticket 
calling for a certain amount provided he 
wins. The jockey thus has nothing to lose 
and sometimes a great deal to gain ifthe 
horse is at a long price in the betting.

BASE BALL. 

Adrian C. Anson of Chicago is a remarkable 
man. His ability as a captain ofa base ball 
team has been severely tested, and never yet 
has it been found wanting. He has captained 
teams composed of all star players, and he 
has held them in line and made them secure 
the position in the championship race for 
their teams to which it was entitied by reason 
of the individual merit of the players. *A few 
years ago Spalding and Anson let go of several 
of the star players of the Chicago Club, re- 
ceiving large sums for their releases. The 
Chicago management was roundly con- 
demned for avarice, but Anson accomplished 
wonders with the young and green players 
who displaced his stars and everybody was 
satisfied. Then the Brotherhood trouble 
came on and robbed the Chicago team of al- 
most every player of value it possessed. With 
a new team of colts Anson finished 
second in the RKeague race last year 
to the utter surprise of everybody, 
for all expected to find his team at the bottom 
ofthe ist. This season Anson is treating the 
base ball worid to still another surprise. 
With a team but little better than he had last 
season he is nowJeading in the League race, 
despite the fact thatthis season he has to 
contend with some of the strongest nines 
ever placed on a ball field. He will scarcely 
hold the position long, however, for so far 
he has only been playing the Western clubs, 
and they are very weak. When his organiza- 
tion goes up against the strong Eastern teams 
Chicago is apt to take a decided 
tumble. But Anson is not only a wonder asa 
manager. He is a remarkable player, as well. 
Despite the fact that he is perhaps the oldest 
player in the field, he is one of the best. No 
doubt this is due to the fact that he has al- 
ways led an exemplary life, and keeps him 
self in the very best of condition. 

HARDY RICHARDSON’S MISHAP. 

When Hardy Richardson recently broke one 

of the small bones of his leg in a base ball 
* e the Boston Association Club sustained 
severe loss. Richardson is one of the 
greatest ball players that ever lived. As a 
batsman he has fewequals and he can ac- 
ceptably fill almostany position in the nine. 
In any of the out-field positions he is a great 
man and he has proved himself a first-class 
second baseman and shortstop. He can also 
play third or rst base. Then he isa splen- 
did base runner and best of all he is a man 
who always takes care of himself, works 
hard for his team and never gives the 
management the least trouble. The big 
head is an allment unknown to him, 
and he is a general favorite with both public 
and players. Richardson’s recent misfor- 
tune was regretted by everybody and there is 
no base ball organization so strong that it 
would not seriously feel the loss of the serv- 
ices of sucha player. Itcertainly has made 

quite a difference to Boston. 

YALE STILL REFUSES TO PLAY. 

New HAVEN, Conn., May 11.—There will be 
no base ball games this year between the 
Yale and Harvard University teams. This is 
Yale’s decision after considering Harvard’s 
latest statement. Capt. Calhoun, who has had 
charge of the matter consulted with the Yale 
alumni and professors interested in base ball 
and has decided to adhere to the position 
taken last week in the letter declining to play 
Harvard this year. In Yale’s second letter 
Capt. Calhoun reiterates Yale’s position, de- 
claring thatthe Harvard captain and man- 
ager met Yale and Princeton at Springfield 
and in good faith arranged a series of games 
with these colleges. Now because Harvard 
has failed to Keep her side of the agreement, 
Yale declines to make any further arrange- 
ments for a series of games this year.
